Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument filed 2/4/2003 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. The argument that the combination of Krishaswamy, Chong and Nakaki fail to teach 
forming a plurality of openings having specific diameter on opposing side and through the RF component at least to the semiconductor 
substrate because Fig. 6 of Krishaswamy suggests forming two rectangular trenches. This argument Is not found persuasive because 
although Fig. 6 of Krishaswamy suggests forming two rectangular trenches, the examiner relies on Fig. 5D and co! 5, lines 50-52 of 
Krishaswamy which disclose the step of forming a plurality of vias 1 13 on opposing side through the RF component 103 to the substrate 
101. Discovering specific opening diameter (a variable) involves only routine experimentation as discussed in page 3 of the previous 
action. It is also argued that one skilled in the art would not be motivated to form the openings in the way recited in the claimed invention 
because Krishaswamy does not want a more rapid etch rate as specifically recited in the claimed invention. This argument does not 
commensurate with the scope of claims 1 , 14, 23 since claims 1 , 14, 23 do not specifically require a rapid etch rate. . 
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
